As for that diſpute 
Whether Kingly Government be by Divine Right 3it by Divine Right,

| Revelation of the Divine Will; but if by Divine Right, we mean only

have ofthe Will of God from the original frame and conſtitution of :Na- 
tare, and from the diſpenſations of providence; which though-it be not:

And therefore to keey 
us trae to our Prince, we muſt be true to eur Church end to our Religh 
on.  ktisne At of Loyalty to accommodate or complernent away out 
Religion and its legal Securities ; for t{ we change our Religion, we mull 
change the Princip'es of our Loyalty too, and Tam ſurethe King 2nd 
the 'Crown will gain norhing by that ; for there is no ſuch laſting and 
immoveasble Loyairy, as that ot the Church of Faglard.: T'deny nc 
bur ſome, who are Papiſts, in ſome Jun&tures of Aﬀtairs may and hav 
been very Loyal ; but I am ſure the Popith Religion is not ; the Englilh 
man may be Loyal, butnot the Papiſt ; and yetthere can be no ſecuri 
of thoſe mens Loyalty, whoſe Religion in any cate teaches thery to rebe 

God grant the whole Nation may follow the Exarnple of hs Honc 
able Senate, to be Loyal to their Prince, Zea!ousfor-the Service oft
